KNOWING WHETHER A CUSTOMER 
WILL BUY.* 

Next to knowing when to sell, it is of great 
importance for a commercial traveller to learn 
the signs which indicate approximately 
whether or not a man will buy, and when to 
take “no” for an answer. The signs are many 
and varying, and experience very often goes 
for little in dealing with this phase of mak¬ 
ing a sale except to prompt the beginner to 
hesitate to take even a point-blank refusal 
literally. It is as natural for the buyer to 
hesitate before laying in new stock as it should 
be natural for the commercial traveller to be 
keen to sell his new lines. In these days of 
making so many new books the bookseller 
from season to season is ever more at his 
wits’ end where to draw the line, and his first 
impulse is to “turn down” the traveller. In¬ 
deed, some buyers, unconsciously, get into the 
habit of saying “no” to every new proposition, 
and wait to be convinced. In such cases, un¬ 
less a man is absolute master of his line, and 
can meet objections with valid arguments, he 
will very likely suffer defeat, not because the 
bookseller will not buy new books some time 
during that season, but because the traveller 
either cannot break through the buyer’s hold¬ 
ing back, or interest him in what he has to 
sell, or cannot convince him of the wisdom of 
reasonableness in making the investment. 

The important thing in dealing with the 
backward customer, of course, is to interest

him. The representative of an important 
house which publishes certain lines that every 
bookseller must know, if not keep in stock, 
will have less difficulty in interesting a buyer 
than one who represents a house of minor 
importance, to whom, and especially to the be¬ 
ginner on the road, these remarks are chiefly 
addressed. Such a representative has a new 
book or a new line to bring to the attention of 
a bookseller who will fight as long as possible 
against putting in stock another new and un¬ 
tried proposition. How shall he get a hear¬ 
ing unless he is able to excite the buyer’s 
curiosity; and after having aroused sufficient 
interest in his proposition, how shall he be able 
to sell his book unless he is able to convince the 
buyer that the investment is a safe one. Here, 
then, are two points to be gained before the 
sale may be consummated—to excite interest, 
and to bring conviction home of the profit¬ 
ableness of the purchase. The first point is 
the very A B C of the traveller’s profession; 
the second point forms the sum and substance 
of all salesmanship. The first depends upon 
certain inborn qualities and certain cultivation ; 
the second upon character, upon the science of 
selling, and, to some degree, upon the goods. 
Taking these qualifications for granted, the 
traveller must further learn to handle the un¬ 
willing customer—a difficult task, but with 
the aid of tact and observation, by no means 
an impossible one. He must be quick to note 
the first sign of hesitancy on the buyer’s part, 
as the faintest indication of wavering often 
shows that the buyer’s mind is not definitely 
or irrevocably made up. He must watch 
every shadow that crosses the buyer’s face as 
he presses home his strong points, and if he is 
a close observer he cannot fail to perceive 
whether he is making an impression. Not 
until the buyer says positively and decisively 
that he will not buy should the canvass be 
given up. The emphasis, the gesture, the reso¬ 
lute tone that distinguishes the ultimate de¬ 
cision from the vacillating attitude of the un¬ 
decided buyer is not easily mistaken. The 
real secret lies in the ability of the traveller 
to discriminate between a succession of 
“noes” that may be converted into “yes,” and 
the real, final and positive refusal. The line 
of distinction is ofttimes nearly imperceptible, 
or so apparently non-existent as to deceive 
the old and experienced hand. Therefore, al¬ 
though a traveller may not hope to become 
infallible in his discernment, he may reduce 
his errors of judgment to a minimum, and by 
studying the matter carefully may frequently 
be able to know correctly whether or not a 
man will buy.

A SIMPLE FORM OF BOOK-STACK. 

Willis K. Stetson, of the New Haven 
(Conn.) Public Library, in the Library Jour¬ 
nal recently described a form of book-stack 
or book-case the essential features of which 
are uprights, having holes bored through hori¬ 
zontally, steel rods upon which the shelves 
rest, and, of course, shelves. There is con¬ 
siderable room for variety in the details, 
which any one can readily see who has a me¬ 
chanical turn of mind. The cheapest form of 
upright would be wood, say three inches 
square, with holes half-inch in diameter, one 
inch apart on centres. The uprights can be of 
metal, e.g.j one-inch gas pipe; cost of metal 
would be three to four times that of wood, 
probably. 

“Through these holes,'’ to quote Mr. Stet¬ 
son, “pass half-inch steel rods, 16 inches long, 
each rod bearing end of four shelves, in a 
double-faced case. Common wood screws 
screwed into the ends of the shelves part of 
the length of the screws, projecting enough to 
rest on the rods, is one method of holding up 
the shelves. Another method would be to 
have a wire bent square U shape in which 
these screws would rest, while hooked ends of 
the wire supports give means of suspending 
from the rods. There is only one upright—in 
the middle—not two, on each side. Cases of 
piping using two uprights are in use, I have 
been told, in the New York State Library. I 
should judge the expense of two uprights 
would be somewhat more than that of one 
upright. The reason why one support only is 
used is that 90 per cent, of the shelves of a 
library are spaced uniformly; consequently, 
it is unimportant to sacrifice much for the 10 
per cent. In this case ample provision is 
made for any changes necessary. 

“If it is needed to have adjoining shelves of 
different heights, another rod at the proper 
level at each end of the shelf provides for this. 
The rods are easily moved whenever any shift¬ 
ing is necessary. This form of book-stack is 


portable, and can easily be taken down and 
set up elsewhere on occasion. 

“The principle can be employed for a stack 
of several storeys, either in wood or metah 
In the New Haven Public Library two exper¬ 
imental stacks, one for bound newspapers,, 
have been in use for several years, so that we 
know that the essential conditions of a satis¬ 
factory book-stack are met.”

OGILVIE COMPLAINT AGAINST G. & C. MERRIAM 
CO. 

The following bill of complaint in a suit of 
Geo. W. Ogilvie, represented by Geo. F. Bean, 
of Boston, against G. & C. Merriam Co., en¬ 
tered in the United States Circuit Court, Dis¬ 
trict of Massachusetts, for a hearing on Au¬ 
gust 22, is sent us for publication; 

Circuit Court of the United States, Dis¬ 
trict OF Massachusetts. 

Between 

George W. Ogilvie, of Chicago, in the State 
of Illinois, 

and 

G. & C. Merriam Company, a corporation or¬ 
ganized under the laws of. Massachusetts 
and having its usual place of business in 
Springfield, in said Commonwealth. 

BILL OF COMPLAINT. 

1. The plaintiff is and for a long time has been 
engaged in the business of book-publishing in Chi¬ 
cago, Illinois, and the defendant corporation is the 
publisher of Webster’s International Dictionary, so- 
called, and does business in Springfield in said 
District of Massachusetts. 

2. The plaintiff has been for a long time and is 
now engaged in the preparation of a new dictionary 
of the English language to be called Webster’s 
Imperial Dictionary, and. in such preparation has 
for many years employed a large force of expert 
editors, printers, typesetters and proof readers and 
has invested large sums of money in the purchase 
of rnaterial for this work and in the payment of 
salaries to said employees and in announcements 
and advertisements. He attaches to this bill and 
makes a part thereof copies of some of these an¬ 
nouncements, marking them “A,” “B,” “C” and “D.” 
The work of such preparation is substantially com¬ 
pleted and the plaintiff proposes to issue and place 
on sale at once copies of said Dictionary. 

3. The defendant corporation has undertaken to 
unlawfully interfere with the plaintiff in the prose¬ 
cution of this enterprise and in order to embarrass 
the plaintiff in connection therewith, and to frighten 
the trade from purchasing the work has threatened 
the trade that if they purchase and the publisher 
if he issues said work, that they will commence suits 
against them “all along the line,’’ and thus has at¬ 
tempted to prevent, if possible, the issuance of said 

' Webster’s Imperial Dictionary. It has resorted 
through its officers and agents to attempts to bribe 
an employee of the plaintiff to secretly abstract and 
take from the files and custody of the plaintiff pages 
of the original editorial copy prepared for said work, 
and when that attempt failed, made a further at¬ 
tempt to secure by the same means pages of “print¬ 
er’s copy,” so-called. A copy of an affidavit con¬ 
cerning such an attempt to bribe is attached hereto 
and made a part hereof, marked “E.” 

And the defendant through its officers and agents 
has repeatedly given plaintiff notice that it proposes 
to interfere with and prevent his publication of 
said Webster’s Imperial Dictionary, so that the 
plaintiff believes he will be unlawfully molested and 
obstructed by the defendant and its agents, whereas 
he says that he is advised by counsel and believes 
that he has a perfect legal right to prosecute said 
enterprise and that the defendant has no legal 
rights under copyright or otherwise which are or 
will be infringed by his said publication, the copy¬ 
right on Webster’s Dictionary having expired by 
limitation in 1848. 
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Wherefore the plaintiff prays that the defendant, 
its officers, agents, attorneys and employees be per¬ 
petually enjoined from making further attempts to 
bribe the employees, or former employees of the 
plaintiff, or any other person who has or whom 
they may think has access to his property, to steal 
the same, or any portion of it, and from interfering 
with the plaintiff in the publication, circulation and 
distribution of Webster’s Imperial Dictionary or in 
any way obstructing his free exercise of his legal 
rights in the premises. 

And for such other and further relief as to this 
Honorable Court may seem meet and just, together 
with his costs. 


NOTES ON AUTHORS. 

PouLTNEY Bigelow has just finished vol¬ 
ume four of ‘The German Struggle for Lib¬ 
erty,” a work which is arousing a great deal 
of attention and expectation. He is now in 
search of a holiday, and is proceeding about 
it in rather unusual fashion, for he has de¬ 
termined upon a canoe cruise down the Isar 
from Munich and thus into the Danube. 

Mark Twain, (Samuel L. Clemens,) has 
•decided to reside permanently in New York 
City with his family, and will have his home 
in lower Fifth Avenue. James A. Renwick 
has leased to the author for a term of years 
the four-story brick and stone residence. No. 
21 Fifth Avenue, which is the southwest cor¬ 
ner of that avenue and Ninth Street. 

Miss Gertrude Smith, author of “Peter 
and Ellen, “The Roggie and Reggie Stories,” 
etc., is a native Californian, although most of 
her life has been spent in the East. She was 
born in Coloma, Eldorado County, where the 
•first gold in California was discovered. Her 
father. Rev. Wm. Nelson Smith, went to the 
coast as a forty-niner, but left the search for 
gold to become a clergyman. 

Randall Parrish, who has succeeded so 
remarkably in striking the public fancy with 
his first book, “When Wilderness Was King,” 
will publish through A. C. McClurg & Co. 
this fall another romance which has all the 
qualities that brought success to his first 
work. This new romance will be called “My 
Lady of the North,” and is further charac¬ 
terized as “The Love Story of a Gray 
Jacket.” The close of the Civil War has 
been used as a background for some extra¬ 
ordinarily stirring scenes and situations. In 
the meantime “Wien Wilderness Was King” 
keeps right on selling, and it is natural to as¬ 
sume that the new story by so talented an au¬ 
thor will meet with equal success. 


OBITUARY NOTES. 

Judge Seymour Dwight Thompson, author 
of many standard works on legal practice, 
died on the nth inst. at his home in East 
Orange, N. J. Judge Thompson was born in 
Will County, Ill., September 22, 1842. He 
served during the Civil War in the Third 
Iowa Infantry, and in 1868 was admitted to 
the bar at Memphis, Tenn., practicing later 
in St. Louis. From 1881 to 1893 he was As¬ 
sociate Judge of the St. Louis Court of Ap¬ 
peals. In 1898 he removed to Brooklyn, N. 
Y., and gradually withdrew from practice to 
carry on his literary work. His legal work 
includes “The Law of Negligence,” of which 
he was at the time of his death preparing a 


second edition in six volumes; “Homesteads 
and Exemptions,” “Thompson and Merriam 
on Juries,” and “Thompson on Trials.” He 
was also author of the article on corporations 
in the “American Cyclopaedia of Law,” and 
had recently been appointed by President 
Roosevelt as a delegate to the Universal Con¬ 
gress of Law and Jurists, which will meet in 
St. Louis next month. 

Samuel Putnam Avery, for nearly half a 
century one of the best-known figures in 
New York art circles, died at his home in 
New York City on the nth inst, aged eighty- 
three years. Mr. Avery’s name will long be 
remembered by his public gifts, notably the 
fine Avery Architectural Library of Columbia 
University, founded as a memorial to his 
son; the valuable collection of prints bearing 
his name, given to the New York Public 
Library; and the collection of Oriental por¬ 
celains given to the Metropolitan Museum. 
Born in New York in 1822, Mr. Avery be¬ 
came an engraver on copper and wood while 
in his teens. He knew personally most of the 
American artists of his day, and soon gave 
up engraving to become a dealer in works of 
art. His business, established thirty-nine 
years ago at Fourth Street and Broadway, 
\vas later removed to Fifth Avenue, and 
since his retirement, in 1885, has been con¬ 
ducted by his son. Mr. Avery was secretary 
of the art committee of the Union League 
Club and a founder and trustee of the Metro¬ 
politan Museum of Art. He was president of 
the Grolier Club, vice-president of the Sculp¬ 
ture Society, trustee of the New York Public 
Library and a member of many other clubs 
and societies and social, professional and 
civic organizations. 


LITERARY AND TRADE NOTES. 

The Cumberland Press, Nashville, Tenn., 
will have ready shortly “Grading the Sunday 
School,” a new volume in the excellent 50- 
cent series by J. W. Axtell. Its author faces 
grading difficulties squarely with the result 
of convincing readers that the grading sys¬ 
tem ought to be and can be successfully oper¬ 
ated in any Sunday-school. 

The Holden Art Co., 24 and 26 East 21st 
Street, New York, will shortly issue the 
trade edition of “The Hundred Best Pic¬ 
tures,” with letterpress by C. Hubert Letts, 
the photogravure illustrations being tipped in. 
The work is to be issued as a royal octavo, 
loH X 14^ inches, bound in half red mo¬ 
rocco, and will probably rank as one of the 
finest holiday books of the year. 

Atkinson, Mentzer & Grover, of Chicago, 
have taken over from Tracy, Gibbs & Co., of 
Madison, Wis., the publication of the Van 
Velzer and Shutts’ “Geornetry,” which was 
recently adopted for exclusive use in the 
high schools of Chicago for a term of four 
years. They announce a new edition under 
the title of “Shutts’ Plane and Solid Geom¬ 
etry,” which will be revised, reset and re- 
illustrated. 

John Joseph McVey, Philadelphia, will 
publish m October the second revised edition 
of Ludy’s “Answers to Questions Prescribed 
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by Dental State Boards.” He has purchased 
all rights, title to plates, copyright, sheet 
stock and bound stock of Shea’s “History of 
the Catholic Church in the United States,” 
four volumes, also to Burgin & Dallas’s 
““Among the Mushrooms,” and the books are 
now ready for the market. 

H. M. Caldwell & Co. have in preparation 
for their Remarque Edition of Literary Mas¬ 
terpieces a volume of the poems of the late 
John Boyle O’Reilly, to be edited by William 
A. Hovey, formerly editor of The Tran¬ 
script. A part of this edition has been sold 
to Paul Elder, of San Francisco, and will 
bear his imprint. They will publish next 
month Dr. D. A. Sargent’s “Health, Strength 
and Physical Exercise,” an exhaustive man¬ 
ual of hygienic exercise and physical culture. 

Henry Holt & Company have just been 
obliged to send that strange book, “The Diary 
of a Musician,” edited by Dolores M. Bacon, 
to press for a second time. As the publishers 
anticipated, it is meeting with both hearty 
praise and hearty condemnation. The same 
house is just printing the late Guy Wetmore 
Carryl’s tale of the American Colony in 
Paris, “The Transgression of Andrew Vane,” 
for a third time, and ex-Mayor Quick’s 
boom-town romance, “Aladdin & Co.,” for a 
second time. 

L. C. Page & Co. will publish on August 25 
Lilian Bell’s new novel, “At Home with the 
Jardines,” which is in a sense a sequel to her 
^'Abroad with the Jimmies,” since it deals 
with several of the same characters that made 
the earlier book so popular when it was pub¬ 
lished two years ago. The new story is said 
to be extremely bright and amusing. They 
have just ready “Nita,” Marshall Saunders’s 
story of an Irish setter, with which are in¬ 
cluded two short stories, “Uncle Jim’s Burg¬ 
lar” and “Mehitable’s Chicken.” 

J. F. Taylor & Co. will issue early in the 
autumn “The Little Kingdom of Home,” by 
Margaret E. Sangster, Which, with marginal 
decorations in color and other attractive feat¬ 
ures of print, paper and binding, will hold 
its own among the gift books of the year; 
■“Christian Science. Is It Christian? Is It 
Scientific ?” in which Mary Platt Parmele 
makes a dispassionate exposition of the 
claims, benefits and limitations of Christian 
science; and a new edition of “The Com¬ 
muters,” Albert Bigelow Paine’s latest suc¬ 
cess. 

Among the fine exhibits at the Louis¬ 
iana Purchase Exposition, there is one of spe¬ 
cial interest to booklovers and antiquarians 
in that made by John D. Crimmins, of New 
York. It is located in the Irish-American 
section, next to the exhibit from Ireland, and 
consists of letters written by people of Irish 
birth or extraction who figured prominently 
in the Colonial, Revolutionary, post-Revolu- 
tionary and later periods of American history. 
In addition to the letters, there are many in¬ 
dividual autographs and other articles of his¬ 
torical interest. 

Whitcomb & Barrows, Boston, will bring 
out two new books in a few weeks. One, 
“The Woman Who Spends,” by Bertha June 


Richardson, takes up the economics of spend¬ 
ing in a way that will hold the interest and 
arouse the thought of women everywhere. 
Mrs. Ellen H. Richards, who writes the in¬ 
troduction to “The Woman Who Spends,” is 
the author of the second book, “First Lessons 
in Food and Diet.” This very readable hand¬ 
book is designed for schools and for the 
women’s clubs which this year are taking up 
the study of household economics as never 
before. 

The Saalfield Publishing Co. will short¬ 
ly publish “Boss Tom,” a tale of the anthra¬ 
cite coal regions of Pennsylvania, having to 
do with all the dangers and excitement sur¬ 
rounding a mining village during a strike of 
the miners. Among its character studies are 
the mine boss, the drivers, the superintendent, 
and the rough and uncouth foreign element, 
and the story shows how striking sentiment 
is aroused by reduction of wages, the docking 
system, enforced buying at the company store, 
and various other schemes put in force for the 
increase of the company’s profits, regardless 
of the miners’ rights. 

John Lane has nearly ready Ernest Vize- 
telly’s notable and absorbing study of “Emile 
Zola: Novelist and Reformer.” This is an 
account of Zola’s life and work from the 
standpoint of intimate friendship and close 
association. The author, who is known for 
his English translations of Zola’s works, has 
kept the point of view of American readers 
consistently in mind, and describes the novel¬ 
ist’s private life, literary career, and associa¬ 
tion with the “affaire Dreyfus,” with author¬ 
ity and accuracy. There are numerous por¬ 
traits and illustrations from photographs 
taken by Zola himself; and a complete syn¬ 
opsis of the great Rougon-Macquart series 
of novels is a valuable feature. 

An important branch of the Century Com¬ 
pany’s business from now on will be the edu¬ 
cational department, full details of which will 
be set forth later. Special attention will be 
given to college text-books, such as a pro¬ 
posed series on “The American State,” edi- 
ited by Professor Willoughby, of Johns Hop¬ 
kins University, one volume for which, “The 
American Executive and Executive Methods,” 
by President John H. Finley, has already 
been arpnged for. Elementary schools, how¬ 
ever, will not be neglected. A series intended 
for them will be one in six volumes edited by 
Miss H. M. Carter, containing the best animal 
stories to be found in the numbers of St. 
Nicholas Magazine for the last thirty years. 

A COMPILATION made to put the thoughts 
of the Greek philosophers into popular form 
is the first of a projected series of volumes 
on “The Evolution of Ethics,” published for 
the Brooklyn Ethical Association by the New 
York House of Charles M. Higgins & Co., 
under the title of “The Ethics of the Greek 
Philosophers,” by Professor James H. Hy- 
slop, of Columbia University. Besides Pro¬ 
fessor Hyslop’s exposition of the teachings 
of Socrates, Plato and Aristotle, a large part 
of the volume is given up to extracts from 
the works of these and contemporary philos¬ 
ophers, with portraits and illustrations, and 
short editorial notes by Charles M Higgins 
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showing^ the relation of classical ideas to 
modern thought. 

Dodd^ Mead & Co. will publish on the 30th 
inst. E. Phillips Oppenheim’s new novel, “The 
Betrayal.” The secret betrayed is no less se¬ 
rious than plans of England’s war defenses, 
which, in some incomprehensible manner, find 
their way into the hands of the French au¬ 
thorities. They will publish on the same date 
“The Letter ‘D,’ ” an absorbing story by 
Grace Denio Litchfield; “The Revelation of 
Herself,” by Mary Farley Sanborn; “Our 
Friend, the Dog,” by Maurice Maeterlinck, 
with a number of illustrations; “Recreations 
of an Anthologist,” by Brander Matthews; 
“The Practice of Charity,” a defense of char¬ 
ity by Edward T. Devine; also, “Minnows 
and Tritons,” a book for boys, brimful of ad¬ 
venture and fun, by B. A. Clarke. 

J. B. Lippincott Company have just pub¬ 
lished volume I. of the third revised edition 
^f “Chemistry of Gas Manufacture,” by W. J. 
Atkinson Butterfield, M.A., F.I.C. This work 
offers itself as a practical handbook on the 
production, purification, and testing of illumi¬ 
nating and fuel gas and on the by-products 
of gas manufacture. It is amply illustrated. 
The same house has just published a new book 
for pupils of the lower grade schools in their 
series of Lippincott’s Physiologies entitled 
“The First Book of Anatomy, Physiology 
and Hygiene of the Human Body.” The au¬ 
thor is J. A. Culler, Ph.D., Professor of 
Physics in Miami University. The demand 
for “The Challoners,” E. F. Benson’s new 
novel is steadily increasing and its publishers 
have gone to press with another edition. 

“Tenement House Inspection,” a series of 
articles by Dr. George M. Price, Medical San¬ 
itary Inspector of the New York Board of 
Health, and originally published in The Chief, 
the journal of the Civil Service, have been 
issued in book form by The Chief Publishing 
Company. They form a practical textbook for 
civil service candidates for the positions of 
inspector and clerk in the Tenement House 
Department, and a manual for tenement house 
owners, dwellers, and inspectors. Besides 
pointers on former examinations and prob¬ 
able questions, the manual contains chapters 
on ventilation and plumbing and how to study 
them, and practical explanations of the sys¬ 
tems in use in the department. The most im¬ 
portant part of the book is that devoted to a 
synopsis and digest of the tenement house 
law of 1901 which founded the department 
and the full text of the act. 

The Macmillan Co. announce a magnifi¬ 
cent art book in Dr. George C. Williamson’s 
“History of Portrait Miniatures,” which will 
be issued in two folio volumes, with over one 
hundred plates illustrating some five hundred 
selected miniatures. The material presented 
is based on Dr. Williamson’s long experience 
and personal study of the great collections of 
Europe and this country, for which special 
privileges have been extended to him; and it 
supersedes his former “Handbook of Minia¬ 
tures,” published in 1897, by a much larger, 
more extensive and sumptuous work. This 
house has many other interesting books in 
preparation for the fall, notably Albert Bige¬ 


low Paine’s biography of “Thomas Nast,” to 
be issued in October, with reproductions of 
about four hundred of Nast’s cartoons; “Ad¬ 
ventures Among Pictures,” a stimulating vol¬ 
ume of art studies by Charles Lewis Hind; a 
novel of the Civil War and Abolitionism by 
Upton Sinclair, entitled “Manassas;” and new 
novels by Jack London, Marion Crawford, 
Robert Herrick, Gwendolen Overton, Laur¬ 
ence Housman, “Ouida,” and William Stearns 
Davis. 

The American Baptist Publication So¬ 
ciety, Philadelphia, have in preparation a 
work entitled “The Holy Spirit Then and 
Now,” by E. H. Johnson, professor in Crozier 
Theological Seminary; “The Church Cove¬ 
nant,” by Champlin Burrage, a study of the 
church covenant among the Presbyterian, 
Congregational and Baptist churches; “George 
Dana Boardman,” the memorial sermon de¬ 
livered by Dr. Kerr Boyce Tupper in the 
First Baptist Church; “The Ethics of the 
Christian Life, ’ by the Rev. Dr. Henry E. 
Robins, of the Rochester Theological Sem¬ 
inary ; “The Bible in Modern Light,” by the 
Rev. Dr. John W. Conley, a series of lectures 
on the origin, manuscripts, translations, ver¬ 
sions, etc., of the Bible and their relations to 
modern science and current life; a comment¬ 
ary on “The Proverbs,” by Professor George 
R. Berry, of Colgate University; an exposi¬ 
tion of “The Gospel of Mark,” by Dr. John 
A. Broadus, originally prepared for the E.v- 
aminer; “My Baptism, and What Lead to 
It,” by the Rev. James Mountain, with a pref¬ 
ace by the Rev. F. B. Meyer, considered to be 
one of the strongest and best presentations of 
the Baptist position ever issued; “The White 
Shield,” by Caroline Atwater Mason, a story 
of Christianity in the first century, the scene 
of which is laid in Iconium and Antioch;

Judge Alton B. Parker, the Democratic 
candidate for President, is that kind of a 
man, and his judicial record shows that 
he knows a legitimate business when he 
sees it, particularly one against which a 
false cry has been started.
